FROM WASHINGTON 


HORTLY after Dr. Castro brought 

his revolution to power in Cuba, the 
Governor of Puerto .Rico, Mr. Munoz- 
Martin, came up to Washington, He 
came to give us, advice which he was 
pre-eminently ali- 
fied to do. For he had 
been carrying through 
successfully a peace- 
able revolution in his 
own country, he had 
the personal confi- 
dence of the Cuban 
revolutionists, and he 
was and is our very 
great friend. 

Even then, at the 
beginning, he foresaw 
the troubles in Cuba, the stubborn diffi- 
culties against which the revolution was 
waged and which it then inherited, the 
inexperience and the emotional instabil- 
ity of its fighting leaders. 

Whatever you do, he said in effect, 
do not let yourselves become enemies 
of this revolution. For this revolution 
is the real thing. It is not a mere 
change of the guard at the top as is so 
common in Latin America. This is a 
popular revolution of the sort which, 
more than thirty years ago, Mexico went 
through, and after years of blood and 
tears brought to a happy ending: 

It requires great skill to manage our 
relations with a revolution of this char- 
acter in’ a country which is such a very 
near neighbor. We have to find ways 
of reconciling our political and econ- 
omic interests with a revolution which 
cannot be stabilized until the chief griev- 
ances which produced the revolution 
have been redressed. This can be man-

Milk Ousts Beer 


LONDON—The temperance organization 
with the delightful name of the Society 
for the Abolition of the Liquor Traffic, 
which complained bitterly about the inclus- 
! jon of a drawing of a 
bottle of champagne in 
Britain's new wedding 
telegrams, can take heart, 
A triumph -has been 
scored in another field of 
drinking. Beer no longer 
rates as the national bev- 
erage. It has been ousted 
by—milk! 

Not only has milk 
taken the place of beer 

Reyburn as Britain's No. 1 drink 
but it is well ahead. Folks here now drink 
three pints of it for every two pints of beer.

An obvious statistical point. is that milk 
has an advantage in that youngsters are 
or it for a long time’ béfore they can leaglly 
consume beer (18 years of age). 

Hitting its alltime high in sales during 
the recent war (mainly through the short- 
age of spirits), beer has -slumped drasti- 
cally ever since, Seeking an explanation, 


the brewers won't accept the, simple one 
of the effects of television. i 

But by elementary mathematics, TV 
must be a factor. Over the past five years 
TV's home entertainment has-been closing 
Britain’s pubs at the astonishing rate of 
two per week. Pubs are places for the 
consumption of beer. Therefore, ‘TV must 
have an effect on beer sales. 

However, it is not only milk that has 
crept up on beer, Two other hitherto un- 
English beverages—coffee and soft drinks 
—are coming up fast and are within strik- 
ing distance of overtaking it also. - 

Since 1954 the consumption of soft 
drinks has increased three times -—- from 
two gallons per head to six gallons. And 
the coffee increase is just short of the 
same ratio. : 

The obvious explanation of the jump in 
coffee consumption is the popularity of the 
new coffee bars that have cropped up all 
over the place. 

And I'd say that the greatly increased 
intake of soft drinks, compared to the old 
days, is traceable-to a large extent to the 
fact that pre-war Britain's soft drinks were 
appalling.
